An oily specter of scandal in 
county politics, lurking about the 
courthouse for a year, may be un¬ 
veiled Monday.

Dr. Beckman’s report may show 
whether oil sold the county by the 
Eden company was largely mud 
and water, whether t le oil or the 
samples taken by the couRty were 
tampered with, and whether super¬ 
visors made a deal which resulted 
in damage to county roads and a 
costly lawsuit. 

Superior Judge Benjamin F. 
Warmer of San Bernardino, who 
heard lengthy testimony here last 
June in the Eden firm’s $1729 suit 
against the county for the price 
of the roal oil bought by the old 
board of supervisors, will accept 
the expert reports Monday, either 
from the witness stand or in 
writing. 

SAMPLES DOCTORED? 

His reports will be the result 
of an order by Judge Waiiuer 
when the trial was suspended in 
June. Judge Warmer, hinting that 
either the samples or the oil had 
been “doctored,” ordered tests of 
Huntington Beach crude oil by a 
Long Beach laboratory and tests 
of the Eden oil by Dr. Beckman 
to see whether tampering had 
been done. 

The oil purchases led to charges 
In the last supervisorial campaign 
that the oil was muddy and 
watered.

BOOSTED BY 
HARWOOD 


The federal postal service is an 
outstanding example of the good 
contained in civil service for pub¬ 
lic employes, said Postmaster 
Frank Harwood today, when in¬ 
terviewed today in connection with 
the civil service proposal for Santa 
Ana police and fire departments. 

He characterized civil service as 
"the one best way to conduct pub¬ 
lic service” and that the merit 
system “answers all criticism’’ of 
civil service. "It's sureness and 
fairness cannot be escaped by any 
public employe,” he added. 

TWO FACTORS 

“Public employes are likely to 
be more efficient under civil se^- 
Ice,” said Harwood, "for two prin¬ 
cipal reasons: First, because they 
know that if they do their job 
well they will be allowed to keep 
it; second, because they know that 
if they do not do their job well 
they will not be allowed to keep it. 

"That relieves them from pres¬ 
sure — political pressure — and 
worry over political string-pulling, 
so that they can concentrate on 
their work. But at the same time 
it does not relieve them from the 
pressure of necessity to be com¬ 
petent, and therefore they cannot 
relax their efficiency. 

ANSWERS CRITICISM 

Everybody knows that the 
postal civil service, established 
since 1921, has been a pronounced 
success, from the standpoint of 
both the public and the • employe. 
I have not known of any employe 
attempting to take advantage of 
the protection civil service gives 
him. In fact, civil service gives 
no protection to the one who 
would seek to abuse it. The merit 
system takes care of all that.* 

"The merit system is the an¬ 
swer to all criticisms of civil serv¬ 
ice, in any department of public 
service. As the postal service em¬ 
ploys it, an efficiency rating is 
kept for each employe, giving 
merits for good work and demerits 
for bad work. Each employe is 
graded every year on his record 
of merits or demerits. His rating 
affects his salary and also his 
chance of promotion. When it 
comes time for promotion, the de¬ 
partment is guided by seniority 
but not bound by it, and considers 
the efficiency record of the em¬ 
ploye concerned. 

DE.MERIT PLAN 

“If an employe gets enough de¬ 
merits for poor work, he gets a 
salary reduction of 3H per cent. 
Continued demerits bring further 
salary cuts, and if the record con¬ 
tinues bad, results in ultimate dis¬ 
missal from service. 

“Furthermore, the merit system 
works 24 hours a day, and regu¬ 
lates the employes service and 
conduct both on and off duty. Con¬ 
duct unbecoming the service bring 
disciplinary action through the 
merit system. 

“The sureness and the fairness 
of the merit system cannot be 
e.scaped by any public employe, 
whether in police or fire depart¬ 
ment, or postal service. For ex¬ 
ample, there are grades of rank 
and pay in the police and fire de- 
partment.s, .so that pro.motion and 
pay are at once an incentive and a 
threat to the employe. Even if 
there were no such grades, the 
merit system would operate on 
the pay check and the right to 
hold a job."

CASE LOST 


BANNING. (iPl—The attempt of 
Mrs. Ed Songer to force payment 
of a $200 bank night award that 
was denied her because she failed 
to claim It within the allotted time, 
has been denied in justice court. 

Justice J. J. Fredericks ruled 
that testimony showed her name 
was called "clearly and distinctly’’ 
the night of Sept. 8 outside the 
Banning theater. She claimed she 
did not know her name had been 
called. 

1235 Killed in 
Syrian Floods 

DAMASCUS, Syria. (A>l—Damas¬ 
cus officials announced today that 
recent floods In the northeast 
caused 1235 known deaths, and 
that 50,000 persons were estimated 
to be homeless. 

Villages over a 3000 square mile 
area were inundated by rain wat¬ 
ers rushing down the Kalamoun 
mountains and rising to a height 
of 20 feet in some districts. 

Rainfall the past few days ex¬ 
ceed by 500 per cent a 30-year 
average. 

Property damage was estimated 
at $15,000,000.

SAYS SCHOOL 
COSTS HERE 
MODERATE 


Local schools are operated eco¬ 
nomically, and the public .should 
not assume otherwise because re¬ 
sent newspaper articles have 
pointed out that the major part 
of this year's tax increases are 
due to the schools 

Superintendent Frank A. Hen¬ 
derson of the Santa Ana educa¬ 
tional system made this explana¬ 
tion yesterday at Rotary club 
luncheon regarding the school tax 
situation. 

Backing up his claim that main¬ 
tenance charges are modest here, 
he said that the local high school 
is fifth from bottom among 12 
districts in the county and that 
the elementary schools rank 33rd 
among 43 districts. 

BUILDING COSTS 

Blame for the lncrea.se in levies 
was laid by the school chief upon 
the building adopted here by pop¬ 
ular vote In order to rehabilitate 
educational buildings against 
earthquakes such as rocked the 
area several years ago. 

The low a.s.se.ssed valuation per 
pupil here, compared to many 
other di.stricts in the county, was 
cited as another reason for the 
high tax rate by Superintendent 
Henderson. 

A second talk on the program 
was given by Superintendent 
John A. Sexton of the Pasadena 
schools, who is president of the 
California Teachers association, a 
member of the national committee 
on Educational Policy and candi¬ 
date for president of the National 
Superintendents a.saociation. 
CHAOS AHEAD 

‘'Unle.sa we can double the train¬ 
ing of all citizens, chaos and 
disaster resulting from advance of 
the mechanical age lie ahead,” de¬ 
clared Sexton. 

His prediction was based on a 
recent congressional report is¬ 
sued by the administration and 
compiled by leading scientists and 
economists upon the trend of the 
mechanical age. 

"It is now po.ssible to predict

only unpredictable factor is the 
human equation," stated the Pasa¬ 
denan.

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Pickles Are 
Easy To 
Make 


By JUDITH WILSON 

Contrary to the opinion of many 
housewives, pickles, relishes, and 
condiments in general are easy to 
make. Thanks to the fine quaiity 
of commerciaily canned vegetables, 
and the system of distribution that 
makes fresh ones available to most 
of us the year around, few vege¬ 
tables are canned in the home. 

Corn Relish 
6 ears corn 

6 cups coarsely chopped cabbage 

2 table-spoons salt 

l ‘/2 cups vinegar 

IVz cups water 

IVi cups granulated sugar 

% cup dry mustard 

IV 2 tablespoon flour 

2 >4 teaspoon celery seed 
1 teaspoon mustard seed 

Add the salt to the cabbage. 
Let stand 1 hour, then drain. Cook 
corn until tender, then cut off the 
cob. There should be 6 cups. Heat 
the vinegar with 1 cup of the 
water. When it boils, add the 
mustard, sugar and flour that have 
been mixed to a paste with the 
remaining water. Pour over the 
corn and cabbage, add the seeds, 
and mix well. Heat again to boil¬ 
ing, cook 5 minutes, and turn into 
hot, sterilized jars. Good with 
chicken or ham. 

Bread-and-Butter Pickles 
20 medium cucumbers 
12 medium onions 

1 cup salt 

4 cups vinegar 
4 cups water 

3 cups granulated sugar 

4 teaspoons celery seed 

3 teaspoons mustard seed 

2 teaspoons ground ginger 
1 teaspoon tumeric 

Wash the cucumbers and cut 
into thin slices without peeling. 
Peel and slice the onions. Com¬ 
bine the.se vegetables with the 
salt, and let stand 2 hours. Com¬ 
bine the remaining ingredients and 
bring to the boiling point. Rinse 
the cucumbers and onions, and 
add to the boiling syrup. Simmer 
30 minutes, or until tender. Pack 
It once in hot, sterilized jars, and 
seal. Fills about 6 pint jars. This 
mild pickle is delicious—just as 
the name Implies—with bread and 
nutter.

There's more to bombing a rail¬ 
road station than flying over the 
city and cutting loose your bombs. 

A medium-sized bombing plane 
carries a crew of three or four— 
pilot, bomber and one or two ma¬ 
chine gunners. 

Their Job calls for precise team¬ 
work. 

Bombing usually is done by a 
sqaudron of planes in a formation 
designed to give maximum pro¬ 
tection against hostile aircraft as 
well as to lay down a "pattern” 
of bombs on the area or structure 
that is the target of attack. 

The pilot, therefore, must be an j 
expert formation flyer. i 

Having gained the proper alti¬ 
tude and determined the direction 
of the wind the pilot makes a 
long approach for the dropping of ! 
the first bomb. 

During the approach the bomber 
checks and sets his bomb sight. \ 
a telescopic instrument which to¬ 
day is rated five times as accurate 
as the best sight used during the 
World war. As the image of the 
target appears in Just the right 
place in the bomb sight, the 
bomber pulls a hand lever or an 
electrical mechanism is started 
which releasea the bomb. Aid 
speed, altitude and drift are ac¬ 
counted for mathematically. 

BO.MB DRIFTS FORW.XRD 

A bomb released at 180 miles 
i an hour from 15,000 feet requires i 
32 seconds to reach the earth. In] 
that time it will have traveled for-, 
ward about a mile and a half. 

Thus a plane flying at 15,000' 
or 20,000 feet will release the bomb 
at a point considerably distant 
from the area directly above the 
target. 

The bomb will leave the ship 
in an horizontal position with the 
same forward velocity as the 
plane. In falling the nose grad¬ 
ually drops as the tail fin catches 
the air. 

There arc four major types 
of bombs—demolition, incendiary, 
gas and personnel. 

Demolition bombs, containing 
high explosives like TNT, are used 
when a powerful blasting effect 
is desired, such as the destruction 
of a railway station, water mains, 
a power house or transmission 
lines.

phosphorous, and is aimed at oil 
tanks and other inflammable 
structures. The V/orld war gas 
bomb designed to incapacitate per¬ 
sonnel had a light wall which 
broke on contact, releasing the 
gas. The pensonnel bomb used by 
planes against ground troops is 
similar to a hand grenade, burst¬ 
ing into death-and injury-dealing 
fra.gments. 

Demolition bombs may have two 
types of fuses, instantaneous and 
delayed. The latter are designed 
to go off after the thick-walled 
container has buried its nose deep 
in .some solid structure, such as 
reinforced concrete. 

The destructiveness of a demoli¬ 
tion bomb is contingent upon 
where and how it liits a target. 
A 2000-pound bomb, which is the 
largest standard size, probably 
would wreck the building and kill 
hundreds of people if it made a 
direct hit on the union station ro¬ 
tunda in Washington.

NEBRASKA , 
TREASURY IN

LINCOLN, Neb. (iP) — Debtless 
Nebraska's general fund balance 
sank to a record low of $4.27 to¬ 
day, the most acute shortage since 
a 1921 constitutional provision pro¬ 
hibited bonded indebtedness. 

The state has $21,000,000 tied 
up in trust funds, but only the 
$4.27 on hand to meet several thou¬ 
sand dollars' worth of warrants 
which banks will present for pay¬ 
ment S(X)n. 

State Treasurer Walter H. Jen¬ 
sen said he would incur no more 
expenses until he could set up ma¬ 
chinery to register warrants 
against trust funds held by the 
board of educational lands and 
funds. The board voted to permit 
warrant registration in an emer¬ 
gency session. 

State Tax Commissioner W. H. 
Smith said the financial crisis was 
caused by the "inability of people 
to pay taxes following four succes¬ 
sive years of drought.”

City Attorney Ray Chesebro de¬ 
livered a certified check to repre¬ 
sentatives of the Los Angeles Ex¬ 
tension Company and the Caminos 
Corp. for $250,000 as a down pay¬ 
ment. Total purchase price, In¬ 
cluding interest, will be $2,692,- 
162.

WASHINGTON. - - Rural 

America—not the big city—appar¬ 
ently is the best customer for Un¬ 
cle Sam's savings tjonds, much to 
the treasury’s surprise. 

"When the bonds were issued in 
1935, we expected financial and 
Industrial population centers 
would produce the larger volume 
of sales, but, paradoxically, the so- 
called country towns have proved 
a better sales field, on population 
basis,” said a treasury official to¬ 
day. 

Persons in towns of less than 
10,000 populaUon brought almost 
one-third of the 1,164.116 bonds 


with a maturity value of $828,- 
940,525 sold in the fiscal year end¬ 
ed last June 30. 

Between the time the bonds 
went on sale in 1935 and Nov. 1 
of this year, about 2,500,000 units 
with a maturity value of about 
$ 1 , 300 , 000,000 were sold. 

"Never before has rural Ameri¬ 
ca invested so heavily in any form 
of security government or pri¬ 
vate, " the official dsclared. He 
said savings bond sales 'in Colo¬ 
rado, Montana, New Mexico and 
Wyoming "reflected the same 
higher ratio of sales in smaller 
population centers as did the oth¬ 
er sections of the country.”

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Two Honest Men Win 

By 1940, Tammany Hall is likely to be a select, and 
perhaps fairly successful, small checker and clam chowder 
social club, with a membership of middle-aged and older 
gentlemen who are given to reminiscense about “the 
good old times” and to occasional gatherings where they 
may hear the old tunes played and the old themes 
reviewed. But Tammany Hall as a powerful and corrupt 
force which dominates the political life of America’s larg¬ 
est city—that Tammany Hall is as dead as, in California, 
the once flourishing Utopian Society is dead. 

Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuardia already has starved 
Tammany to a shadow. His triumphant re-election by a 
400,000 majority or thereabouts insures that for four more 
years it will be further starved and its practices outlawed. 

An organization like Tammany can thrive only in the 
rich, dank soil of favoritism, ignorance and graft— 
“honest” graft and the other kind, too. LaGuardia has 
eliminated the favoritism, done away with the graft and 
gone a long ways to dispel the worst of the ignorance of 
New Yorkers concerning their civic affairs. Together 
with Thomas Dewey, fearless prosecutor, he has driven 
the rackets and racketeers pretty much off the munici¬ 
pal map. 

The grand vote of confidence and endorsement which 
our No. i big town yesterday gave these honest and pro¬ 
gressive officials is an invigorating proof that American 
public opinion is in a pretty healthful condition. 

Another definition of the “old days” is the time 
when every local election wasn’t called a “New Deal 
Test.” 

Reason for Civil Service 

In less than two weeks local voters will have an 
opportunity to go to the polls and vote their wishes about 
civil service for policemen and firemen. 

The proposition, simmered down to a cupful—in the 
words of a little pamphlet on the subject—is this; 

Why have the citizens of nearly all the important Southern 
California cities, as elsewhere, adopted civil service require¬ 
ments for their emergency services—police and fire protection? 

Besides federal civil service, 75 per cent of state, county 
and municipal employes in California are under civil service, 
Santa Ana so far lacks its advantages, but they have it not 
only in such cities as Los Angeles and San Francisco; not only 
in Long Beach, San Diego, Sacramento and Glendale, but also 
in cities the size of Santa Ana: Santa Barbara, San Bernardino, 
Alhambra, Bakersfield, Alameda, and even in smaller cities as 
Richmond, Lynwood, Huntington Park, Monrovia, Hermosa 
Beach, Monterey Park, Torrance and others. 

There’s a reason. There are many reasons, in fact, why 
the merit system, as applied through civil service, has been 
adopted by cities, large and small, throughout the state. The 
principal reason, boiled down, is this: 

Civil service assures the community better police and fire 
protection because it weeds out the incompetents and retains 
the competent, so long as the,y remain competent. 

Ask the next policeman or fireman you see for one 
of these pamphlets. You’ll get some interesting reading.
